This appeal from the assess- 
ment ot damages was taken on the 13th 
of May, 1903, within thirty days Irom 
the flling ot the judgment ol ths su- 
perior court affirming the decree ot the 
court below, but nearly ten mouths 
after the approval of the report by 
sail court. On the 22od day ol May, 
1902, the county of Bedford filed this 
motion to dismiss and set aside said 
appeal lor the reason that it was not 
taken within thirty days Irom the 17th 
ol July, 1901, the time ol tbe approval 
and confirmation of tbe report by the

We are of the opinion that this mo- 


tion must prevail. The only tribunal 
authorized by the said Act of 1837 to 
approve or disapprove the said repor t 
was tha court ot quwter sos'ions It 
apnroved the report on tha 17th of July, 
1901. The superior "ourt had no juris- 
diction over it. Its power was only to 
reviev the proceeiinsp and, it regular, 
to affirm the dwree ot the court below; 
it irregular to reverse it 
Thidicree 


of the quarter sessions must therefore 
stand as ot the date it waa made. The 
affirmance by the superior court was 
not a new approval ol the report 
It 


was only an affirmance ol the approval 
previously decreed by the court below. 
The only approval ot the repirt, there- 
fore, was that ol July 17,1901, by the 
quarter sessions. H it was not than ap- 
proved it never has been. 


The takiai? ot a writ of certiorari did

A short time ago, when traveling in 


that part of the country. I saw this fort 
and asked the name of it. "Why, that 
is Fort Blunder." xiid ray informant 
"Did you never hi.ir of it?" I confessed 
ignorance, and he explained matters. 


It seems that after the war of 1812 


the !to\er'iiuent of the United States 
fcecnme convinced that the entrance to 
Late Champlam should be guarded by 
a fort strong enough to engage any 
British fleet which might attempt to 
force an entrance to the lake, and BO 
Fort Montgomery was constructed at 
a cost of nearly SJOO.OOO. It was an 
Immense fortification for those days 
and was arranged for three tiers of 
guus. 


Just about the time it was completed 


the joint surveyors fixing the line be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
came along and, after doing a good bit 
of figuring, announced that Fort Mont- 
gomery w.is on Ca'uJJian soil. 
The 


northern boundary of New York state 
was the forty-fifth parallel, and thia 
fort was several hundred yards over 
the line. Work on tbe fort came to an 
immediate standstill, and the matter 
was made the subject of a special 
treaty. 


It was decided that in view of the 


fact that the United States had not In- 
tentionally encroached on Canadian soil 
the forty-fifth parallel should be bent a 
little out of its course at this point so 
as to include the fort. 
That is why 


the fort is called "Fort Blunder." 
It 


was never armed and has never been 
occupied by more than one or two men, 
—New York Herald.

combination of facts: Toad* 


re the only common animals that are 
aturally covered with wartllke lumps. 
hey ejeei a clear liquid. This Is sup- 
oscd to do something. Warts appear 
nysteriousi.\, and no one is able to ex- 
lain the causes ot their coming and 
oiug. It ib erroneously inferred that 
hey are produced by this wart bear- 
ig, nocturnal creature with peculiar 
abits, upon the basis of the doctrine 
hat "like produces like." The com- 
mon belief that tadpoles shed their 
ails has for its origin the facts that 
while living in water each possesses a 
wimmma tail, hut when it metamor- 
ihoses Into a frog or a toad It becomes 
ailless. 
In fact, the tall, does not 


drop off, but it is absorbed and dlsap- 
jears in the body, just as a swelling 
rom a bump on the head disappears, 
low often do we hear that frogs and 
oads have fallen with rain, and almost 
every July we may read accounts of 
such phenomena. These may have for 
their basis the fact that during the 
month of July toads change from the 
tadpole stage and aquatic habitat to 
the adult form and terrestrial habitat 
and theu migrate landward In great 
numbers. 
They are active only s.t 


night or (luring hot weather, effectual- 
ly concealing themselves In the most 
common places during the daytime. 
However, when a rain falls at such a 
time they appear by thousands, as If 
by magic, and give the impression of 
having fallen with rain. 


There are doubtless more supersti- 


tions concerning snakes than any other 
creatures. This arises In part from the 
traditions of the form of the original 
tempter and in part from the fact that 
but very few persons are willing to 
calmly observe serpents for themselves 
and learn the truth directly. We have 
met persons who believe that all snakes 
are venomous. This doubtless comes 
from the old Roman rule, "Ab unodlsce 
cmnes " HOT prevalent Is the belief 
that horse hairs turn to snakes! There 
Is no other foundation for this error 
than the roscmb'ance of the so called 
hairsnako (gordius) to a common horse- 
hair. 
Snakes are often supposed to 


charm birds, but the fact is that the 
feathered songsters are paralyzed by 
fright when they suddenly see the rep- 
tiles at close proximity. 


The common erroneous belief that 


snakes sting or bite by means of their 
tongues may come from the Scriptural 
quotation, "It stingcth like an adder." 
The supposition that snakes bite them- 
selves and die is doubtless based upon 
the actions of certain species, like the 
hog no<ed adder, which when teased 
will act as though dead and thus some- 


! times find protection. It is very com- 
' monly thought that snakes' tails "live" 


or are acth e until sundown. This arises 
from the prolonged activity of the tail, 
due to the relies action of the caudal 
nerve centers, vi hich may continue for 
a longer or shorter period owing to tem- 
perature and other condition*. 
Many 


persons believe that there is a glass 
snake or joint snake, which may be 
broken to fragments when struck, bnt 
can rejoint itself and live. This may 
come from the fact that a certain liz- 
ard (Ophiosaurus ventralis) readily loses

light they can see much better than 
can man.' One can re.nlily demonstrate 
the fallacy of the supposition by tak- 
ing an owl or other nocturnal animal 
Into a putVctly durk mom. as we have 
done, nnd touching it with the hand. 
It does not move, even though it be an 
untamed animal. Cats and other noc- 
turnal animals are erroneously thought 
to emit light from their eyes because 
when looking toward the light the 
crystalline lens of the eye produces 9. 
glaring reflection. The ideas that swans 
Biug when dying aud moles open tkeir 
eyes at the time of death are handed 
down from tbe writings of Pliny and 
represent ignorance of the facts of 
zoology. 


We were once seriously asked by ft 


teacher, "M what age do the little 
Iambi' 'tails drop off?" 
He had accu- 


rately observed that the tails of tbe 
lamb's are long, while those of the old 
sheep are short, and he had obtained 
a false Idea, which Is, however, preva- 
lent.

learn that sheep raisers amputate the 
tails to prevent the soiling of the wool.

But the medical fraternity, ever on the 
lookout for something new in the way 
of professional nomenclature, elected 


i some years back to call It phthisis, 


niid then just when that unspellable 
word began to be known and recog- 
nized they evolved yet another—tuber- 
culosis. 


And as with consumption so with 


most other complaints. A quarter of a 
century ago even eminent physicians 
were content to speak of smallpox, of 
typhoid [ever, of lockjaw. Today they 
are called variola, enteric and tetanus 
respectively. 


A doctor when giving evidence before 


an ignorant east end jury tbe other 
day Biiiii that the immediate cause of 
death was "a violent and prolonged 
fit of combined epislaxis and stomator- 
rhagia." It would, oue would think, 
have been far easier for him to have 
spoken of a bleeding at the nose and 
mouth, and he would at altl events have 


'' had the satisfaction of making himself 


understood. 


Most people now living can remem- 


ber the time when bacteria were known 
geiierieally us aiiiinalculse—a not very 
strictly scientific definition, perhaps, 
but one easily understandable, and con- 
veying, moreover, a distinct idea to 
any one of ordinary education and In- 
telligence. 


For th.it very reason, doubtless, the 


title In question was voted out of data 
mid old fashioned and the word "bacil- 
li" was substituted. This means, liter- 
ally, "little sticks," certainly a most 
novel definition, but oue that scarcely 
strikes the average lay mind as being 
either lucid or suitable. Nevertheless, 
it was accepted, and at last became 
familiar to the man in the street. 


That of course could not be tolerat- 


ed. Imagine u bacteriologist using a 
word which conveyed any meaning to 
anybody outside his own charmed cir- 
cle! The idea is both degrading and 
preposterous: so he set to work forth- 
with and iin euteil a whole host of ter- 
rific verbal aliases. 


He called them for example, schlz- 


omycetes, neuromuskclzclleii, megaeoc- 
cl and polymorphonuclear leucocytes, 
as well as half a hundred other things; 
while for the chemical substances In-1 


cldenlal to the science be Invented such 
delightful terms as "tetrahydropara-1 
methyloxyquiuoline" and "tetramethyl- 
dlainldo-triphenjl-carbinol-oxalate." 


The craze, too, is getting commoner 


among other than scientists. Take the 
word "reeking," for instance, and ask 
your friends what they understand by 
It 
"Keeking?" oue will say. 
"Why, 


reeking means dripping with moisture, 
eoaked with wet." 
You will derive 


some amusement from his surprise 
when you tell him that reeking mean* 
"smoking, steaming." 
A chimney can 


reek. Wbeu a horse reeks with mois- 
ture, It Is because its flanks smoke and 
steam. 


Tbe change from tbe real meaning to 


that given It in popular, present day 
phraseology can easily be traced. Any- 
thing very wet will reek in frosty 
weather; so the wetness has been as- 
sumed to be the real characteristic of 
reek. 
Then there is "lurid," which nine 


people oui of ten use In an entirely 
wrong sense. Ask a man what color 
lurid Is, and he may answer correctly, 
but the chauces are that he will say, 
"Red flame, orange or bright yellow." 
Of course, lurid means smoky or dull 
color. London fog is lurid. Thick, suf- 
focating smoke is lurid. 


Lurid and livid are almost synony- 


mous. Lurid flames are flames choked 
and Bidden by smoke. A lurid sunset 
Is not a brilliant one. but one dull and 
gray and cheerless. 


Of course^ the use of verbal aliases 


Is not an aSsolutely new departure. 
It 


Is only that we of this generation in 
our w'lld strivings after novelty have 
so enormously increased anil multiplied 
them. The taste of our grandfathers 
ai,d greot-srandfatbers lay rather In 
the direction of using over and over 
again two or three long and uncommon 
words. 


Thus honorincabilitudlnitatibus, as a 


synonym of fame, eminence, occurs 
and recurs with almost depressing reg- 
ularity in the plays of old pre-Eliza- 
bethan dramatists and Is even used by 
Shakespeare on occasion. 


It was partly In ridicule of the silly 


custom of using this and other similar 
Idiotic verbal doubles., which bad sur- 
vived iu part-even until bis time, that 
Eabelals makes Pantagruel speak of 
'' mBrramborizevcrzengirizequoquemor- 
gasachaqiiivezinemaffretifllng ray poor 
eye" and ask angrily of Mr. Mauuound 
whether 
it 
was 
not 
enough 
to 


have "moi Tocastebezasteverestegrlge- 
ligoscopapoudrillaterl us all In our up- 
per members, but you must also apply 
such

A REMARKABLE SHOT." 


Fired In the Dark, It Injured Thjfe* 


Men Hull m Mile Away. 


"One of the best and most remarka- 


ble shots made during the war with 
Spain," said a gentleman who made an 
effort to get Into the thick of the 
fight, "was, in my Judgment, made at 
Miami, and the man who fired the shot 
was a Louisiana boy and a member of 
my company. He was doing duty as a 
provost guard at the time. It was lato 
at night when tbe soldiers were roused 
by the quick, clear crack of a Krag- 
Jorgensen on the outskirts of the camp. 
No particular attention was paid to 
the matter at first, as only one shot 
was fired. But with a couple of offi- 
cers we went out to where the guard 
was stationed in order to flnd out Just 
why it was that he had fired at that 
time of night. He explained that he 
tad seen a man slipping through tbe 
bushes some distance away and had 
called on him to halt 
He failed to 


obey the command, and the guard 
blazed away at him, more to frighten 
him Into a stop than anything else. 
Of course, the fellow never halted He 
•wca probably too badUy frightened to 
stop at that time. 


"While we were talking to the guard 


we heard a fearful noise at least half a 
mile from the guard's station, and we 
made a break for the place to see what 
the matter was. We heard aeveral 
people screaming as If In great agony. 
Down the read we went at full'speed, 
and In a short while we came upon a 
little cabin which stood on the road- 
side. The noise was in this cabin, and 
I never heard such groaning and wail- 
Ing in my life. We found three men in 
the house. They were In great agony, 
and we asked them what was the mat- 
ter. 
'We have been shot,' they said, 


and sure enough they had been shot. 


"One was shot In the right arm, an- 


other In the back and tbe third in the 
hip. 
They bad all been wounded by 


the same bullet. The man who was 
wounded in the arm was lying on his 
right side. The ball passed through 
his arm. Next to him one of his com- 
panions was sprawling out on his back, 
and the bullet split the hide on this 
part of his anatomy as smoothly as a 
knife. 
Then it passed through the 


fleshy part of the third man's hip and 
sped on. 
"We could not find the ball. It had 


passed through the side of the house, 
wounded the three men In the way In- 
dicated, bored through the wall on the 
opposite side and kept on going. Now, 
that cabin was fully half a mile from 
the point where tbe guard wag sta- 
tioned, and yet the shot he fired had 
wrought all the havoc we found."— 
New Orleans Times-Democrat
